Marauise de Fontenoy in N. Y. 
Tribune. 
| The Gen. de Bourbon Castelvi, wh» 
sold to the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Zoston a Velasquez, the authenticity 


of which is disputed, is neither 
“Prince’ nor “Duke of Anjou,” and 
has been forbidden to use either of 
these titles. under penalty of being 
deprived of his rank asa retired officer 
of the Spanish army. 

He is not -nknown in this country, 
having married, in 1877, in New York 
his first wife. a rich Cuban heires:, 
Dona Marie dell Torre y d’Amandero;, 
who died about ten years afterwar4, 
Whereupon he married the wealthy 
daughter of a Hebrew banker at Ma- 
drid. who became converted to Cathol- 
icism in order to render the match 
possible. 

These two marriages have had the 
effect of placing him beyond the want 
te which he was. subjected in his 
younger days. For it was in the win- 


ter of 1872 that he was reduced to 
such extremity at Par'S that he was 


| found starving in the streets, actually 
begging. and was forced to spend the 
night among the tramps and vagrants 
| on the benches of the Champs Elysee:. 

Fortunately for him, he was recog- 
nized by a Carlist nobleman, who took 
compassion on his sufferings, and reec- 
ommended him to Don Carlos, at that 
time recruiting adherents for his last 
insurrection. Don Francis fought un- 
der the orders of Don Carlos through: 
out the rebellion, and at the = close 
transferred his sword, like many an- 
other Carlist officer, to the late King 
Alfonso XII, who gave him a commis- 
sion in his own army. 

He is a son of that Infant Henri de 
Bourbon, who, after being jilted in his 
yeuth by Queen Isabella of Spain, was 
ultimatelv shot and killed in a duel at 
Madrid in 1870 by the late Duc 4d 
Montpensier.

MECHANICAL NOVELTIES, 


A pocket scale for weighing mail 
matter 
It is based on the stee2!yard principle, 
and primarily constitutes an efficient 
and convenient weighing machine. The 
inventor accomplishes this by provid- 
ing a plane surface for the beam in- 
stead of the ordinary bar, by contining 
the movable counterpoise in a ho.zor- 
tal slot instead of by a protuberance 
at the extremity of each limb at the 
end of a short arm to hold the matter 
to be weighed, in place of the usual 
hook or pan, and by providing an in- 
dex, which constitutes part of the 
hanger, to correspond with a fixed 
mark on the surface of the beam, to 
indicate when the same is in equiliébri- 
um, in lieu of the separate means or- 
dinarly employed to that end, 

The important part which rivets play 
in the construction of modern steel 
stemships is well illustrated by the 
fact that in the new Cunard liner Car- 
onia, the largest ship ever construct- 
ed in Great Britian, no fewer than 1,- 
800,000 rivets were used, the total 
weight represented being about 600 
tons. The greater part of the riveting 
work was done by hydraulic powder.

North Sea Case Compromised. 

The official report of the internation- 
al commission of inquiry as to the,fir- 
ing of the Russian fleet on the British 
fishermen in the North sea was some- 
what at variance with the preliminary 
rumors. The arbitrators found that 
Adiniral Rojestvensky had reason to 
believe that he

Admiral Davis. their vicinity 
any torpedo boats and that the open- 
ing of fire by the Russian fleet. was 
not justified. At the same time the 
commissioners recognize that Rojest- 
vensky personally did all he could to 
prevent the fishermen from being the 
objects of fire. They disclaim inten- 
tion to cast disrespect upon the valor 
or sentiments of humanity of the Rus- 
sian coramander. The flare lights of 
the fishermen were what created alarm 
among the Russian men-of-war. Com- 
menting on the decision, the American. 
commissioner, Admiral Davis, thought 
that it should be in the interest of 
the principle of arbitration, which calls 
for some concession from both sides. 
In all essentials the report favors the 
British contention. 


Higher Rate on Japan’s Bonds. 

The fourth internal Japanese war 
loan, amounting to $59,000,000, has 
‘been floated successfully at Tokyo at 
the rate of 74 per cent, which is con- 
siderably higher than previous loans. 
The bonds sold at 90 and are secured 
only by the general credit of the gov- 
eriment, whereas former. loans -spe- 
cifically mortgalygecoo .xs receipts: 
Bonds of the previous issues: have 
steadily appreciated in value: owing to 
the series of military victories. 


Mad Mollah on War Path. 

. Mohammed Abdullah, known as the 
“Mad Mollah” of Somaliland, who was 
announced to have been “absolutely 
crushed” by the British forces last 
year, is again reported to be-on the 
warpath near Obbia, on the coast of 
east Africa. He is reported to have 
seized and killed a number of the fol-. 
lowers of the sultan of Obbia. = @ 


Colombia Appoints Minister. 

The state department has received 
word from Minister Russell at Bogota 
that the government of Colombia had 
appointed Don Diego Mendoza as min- 
ister to the United States. This is re- 
garded as an effort to resume friendly 
relations, as Colombia has had no min- 
ister at Washington for three years. 


California Senators Expelled. 

The California senate by unanimous 
vote has expelled four senators who 
had been convicted of accepting a 
bribe of $350 each to give immunity 
from prosecution to several get-rich- 
quick concerns. This scheme of brib- 
ery was planned by a building com- 
pany for the purpose of exposing the 
venality of the committee which had 
in charge the investigation of building 
and loan concerns. 


Day of Prayer For Mayor. 

Between the hours of 10 and 4 Feb. 28 
hundreds of the ministers of various 
denominations in the city of Philadel- 
phia took part in prayer service for the 
redemption of the city from the clutch 
of vice debauched politics and prayed 
that “the shackles of the gang be strick- 
en from our sinful mayor.” At the 
same time about 1,000 women assem- 
bled and prayed for the city officials. 
When, after the prayer was over, May- 
or Weaver was asked by a reporter te 
describe his feelings he angrily denied 
that he felt any different. During the 
day sandwich men paraded the streets 
with signs bearing the inscription, 
“Pray For the Mayor.” Not satisfied, 
however, with prayer alone, the min- 
isters, in league with the reform or- 
ganizations, were said to be determin. | 
ed upon presenting evidence to the| 
courts upon which to ask for the im- 
peachment of the mayor. 


Sea Level Canal Favored. 

The engineering committee of the 
isthmian canal commission after sift- 
ing a great mass of data collected by 
their subordinates on the line of the 
proposed Panama canal has recom- 
mended unqualifiedly the adoption of 
plans for a sea level canal 150 feet 
wide at Bottom, not less than thirty- 
five feet deep and with two tidal locks 
1,000 feet long and 100 feet wide, the 
whole work estimated to cost $230,500,- 
000 exclusive of interest and expense

of zone government. It was decided 
that fhe surface of the canal should 
be no more than sixty feet above the 
sea. The Chagres river is to be con- 
trolled by a dam at Gamboa 200 feet 
high. Actual work has shown that the 
excavation with American steam shov- 


-els can be done for 50 cents a cubic 


yard. The committee thinks the work 
could be completed in from ten to 
twelve years with 100 steam shovels 
installed. 


Treasury Balance Higher. 

An increase of $56,000 in the avail- 
able cash balance of the treasury was 
shown by the March 1 statement as 
compared with Feb. 1, the present bal- 
ance being $140,681,839, including bank 
deposits. The deficit is now $25,450,- 
768, The gain in cash balance was due 
to a decrease in expenditures. 


Garfield’s Beef Trust Report. 

The report of Commissioner of Cor- 
porations Garfield on the beef trust 
was given to congress March 3 by the 
president. It shows that the six princi- 
pal packers, known as the “big six,” 
slaughtered 5,521,697 cattle in 1903, or 
about 45 per cent of the total. Their 
average profit was 99 cents a_ head. 
The existence of a combine is denied, 
and it is said that the profits have not 
been abnormal and that the companies 
are not overcapitalized. 


Legislative. 


Judge Swayne Acquitted. 

On all of the twelve articles of im- 
peachment ‘brougn. by the house of 
representatives Judge Charles Swayne 
of the northern district of Florida was 
acquitted by the senate sitting as a 
court, the arguments for and against 
the accused having been completed 
last week. In no case was there even 
a majority for conviction. This result 
was particularly displeasing to the 
Democrats of the house, as was shown 
on March 1, when they offered an 
amendment to the general deficiency 
bill to punish, fine and imprison any 
judge who made false certificaté in 
connection, with his expense accounts. 
This was defeated by the close vote of 
97 to 104. ;

Texas Antitrust Law Valid. 

The suit against the Southern Cotton 
and National Oil companies brought 
by Texas for the violation of the state 
antitrust law, which was 
against the companies in the state 
eourts, is sustained by the United 
States ‘supreme court unanimously, 
Thus the constitutionaljty of the anti- 
trust law is affirmed. ; 


Beef Trust Tax Legal. 

The supreme court has declared the 
Georgia statute imposing a tax of $200 
on agents of packing houses in each 
county of the state to be constitutional, 


National Bank Tax Illegal. 

By a division of five to four the sue 
preme court holds that the California 
law providing for the taxation of na- 
tional banks. is-contrary-to-the national 
banking act, which forbids discrimina- 
tion.

Two Recess [nquiries. 

In the last days of the session the sen- 
ate authorized two important commit- 
tee inquiries to proceed during the com- 
ing recess—one by the interstate com- 
merce commission to investigate the 
railroad rate question, including the 
liabilities of railroads for accidents 
to employees, and the other by the 
finance committee to investigate the 
internal revenue, customs, currency 
and coinage as a step prekiminary to 
the revision of the tariff. 


Two Battleships Stay. 

The naval appropriation bill, with 
provision for two battleships, as it 
passed the house received the approval 
of the senate after quite an extended 
debate, during which Mr. Hale (Rep., 
Me.), Mr. Gorman (Dem., Md.) and 
others had fought strenuously for a 
limitation of the appropriation to one 
battleship. Mr. Hale predicted that 
the naval appropriation within five 
years would be permanently increased 


Another Bunch of Sun Spots. 

Professor Brashear, the Allegheny 
(Pa.) astronomer, announced that sun 
spots of alarming magnitude had -ap- 
peared at the eastern meridian of the 
sun Feb. 26. They covered an area 
of probably 3,000,000,000 square miles 
and were much more active than those 
observed last month. He thought at- 
‘mospheric disturbances would most 
likely follow. During the year past 
127 groups of spots have appeared on 
the sun, but none so large or ominous 
as the latest. 


Loeb’s Chemistry of Life. 

Professor Jacques Loeb of the Uni- 
versity of California announces that his 
long continued experiments have re- 
sulted in sexual fertilization of the egg 
of a sea urchip by artificial chemical 
reactions. He declares that the larvae 
raised by this method have the same 
vitality as those produced by normal 
fertilization. In the earlier stages of 
his work the artificially stimulated egg 
differed essentially from those ferti- 
lized normally. The rate of develop- 
ment was also faster in the natural 
process, and the larvae swam at the 
surface of the water, while the artifi- 
cial larvae swam at the bottom. The 
process found most effective was to 
put the eggs first into hypertonic sea 
water, next into normal sea water, 
next into ethylacetate solution and 
finally back into their native element. 
Professor Loeb is now ready to enter 
the field of ‘more complex organism 
and hopes to reveal the sources of life 
in higher animals.

The Town Election. 


There seems to be very general satis- 
faction with the first trial of the Aus- 
tralian ballot in town election. Of 
course those who were defeated cannot 
be expected to approve its operation 
quite so heartily as do the winners, but 
the large body of citizens certainly are. 
pleased. 

The vote cast was a large one and at 
no time except at noon was there any 
crowding in the polling place. There 
is one incident that is open to very 
grave criticism, and that is the manner 
in which information leaked out about 
the standing of the candidates from 
time to time. We know of no individ- 
| ual who was responsible for this leak- 
ing, in fact we are confidant there is no 
direct responsibility that can be placed 
upon any one of the election officials, 
for we don't believe a single one of 
the men who served as ‘such officials 
would knowingly commit such a breach, 
as it is to give out any information re- 
garding the progress of the voting. 

But such information did leak in 
| Some way. It was known very gener- 


ally at 12 o’clock how the close con- 


tests were standing, and work was done 
accordingly. Under the law this is a 
| serious offence, and the very’ strongest 
purpose of the secret ballot was de- 
feated by such action. We cannot too 
strongly titge the importance of future 
caré along this line, both for the good 
of the ballot, and for the credit of the 
election officials. 

It seems to be very generally be- 
lieved that the “bullet” ballot was a 
factor in the election result. No 
broad minded citizen: will . learn of this 
without feeling regret that it is so. 
Without any analysis of the voting, we 
may be pardoned for reaffirming the 
; very decided opinion that there can be 
| but one ultimate result of this method, 
and that is defeat and disgrace for 


~ | those who use it. 


| There is likewise some criticism of 
| the combinations that were worked for 
| different candidates, but. we cannot 
| have much sympathy with that criti- 
cism for the reason that such work is 
the universal practice in carrying a 
close election, and is often justified by 
the results. Good results and vad must

| take their chances in the workings of 
| such a universal practice. 
| As tothe men chosen, the town has 
| never had anything to fear from any of

The Meeting Itself. 


The debates at the town meeting 
got away somewhat from their proper 
dignity in several instances last Mon- 
day. Perhaps it was unavoidable that 
this should occur, but abuse is never 
argument, and nothing is.ever gained 
by those who indulge in it. The criti- 
cisms might have been deserved, but 
they certainly should have been offered 
courteously. 

One of the most interesting and sug- 
' gestive incidents was the discussion of 
the heating plant. There is no deny- 

ing the fact that there is much criticism 
of this new equipment, and the effort 
of one of our citizens to get at the real 
condition of things was eminently 
proper. It must be acknowledged that 

the result of the questioning was not 
' very satisfactory to anybody, and the 

communication elsewhere shows that 
one citizen is still seeking information. 
He is not alone. If the chairman of 
the school board was misinformed as to 
his figures, he must want to be set 
right, and there seems to be no other 
way for the question to be answered to 
the entire satisfaction of all, but 
through a full, frank statement by the 
school authorities. 

The town came very near to action 
regarding the extension of its water 
system that would have been a very 
dangerous procedure. It was led into 
that position through a strong prejudice 
against the water board that showed 
forth on more than one occasion last 


Monday. The question was finally set- 
tled, however, in a way that was in 


accord with long-established methods, 
-and-has-been- found: fair to all- parties 
concerned. 

No one seemed desirous of fathering 
“Old Home Week”, but perhaps it 
was not a timely suggestion. How 
would it do to bring it up next year as 
a sort of decennial anniversary of the 
town’s incorporation ? : 

Most of the other work was of the 
order of necessary routine action, and 
the net result’ of it all was a total 
dollars-and-cents demand for a_ less 
amount than last year. The schools 
received their generous portion, and 
the highways were liberally considered, 
and both departments should show. a 
full appreciation of the town’s confi- 
dence by careful use of their funds. 
‘Of the special matters considered, the 
appointment of a committee to inves- 
tigate the town methods of doing busi- 
ness should yield results during the 
next twelve mOnths‘that will bring im- 
provements in some lines of town busi- 
ness. Altogether, it was a very satis- 
factory. yearly.steck-taking.

He said that there 
had been frequent rumors of trouble 
with the plant and that an amount of 
coal, much larger than anticipated, was 
being consumed there. In reply to this 
Mr. Alden said that no‘troubie was be- 
ing experienced in the heating of the 
buildings although during the first part 
of the winter there was one room in the 
Punchard school where some difficalty 
was experienced. The heating and ven” 


lilating arrangements here have been 
.vearranged and now it is as Warm as any 


room. As to the use of coal Mr. Alden 
claimed that less coal was being con- 
sumed than under the old system, and 
that the reason for burning so much at 
the beginning of the season was that 
certain bad features had to be remedied 
before the plant came into perfect run- 
ning order. As to the sanitaries, Mr. 
Alden said that they were very satis- 
factory to the committee and invited all 
to inspect the improvement ; 

Mr. Rogers*wanted to know how much 
coal was tonsumed during the winter. 
Mr. Alden replied that 150 tons would 
be sufficient to carry them through the 
cold season. He-said that, when: first 
started both boilers were used but at the 
present time one is sufficient. 

Mr. Rogers claimed that 200 tons of 
coal had beén consumed this winter so 
far, and that this fact was contradictory 
to the statement made by Mr. Kimball, 
the engineer, who said that 25 tons 
would be saved over the old method. 
He said that extravagance was shown 
when the teachers were compelled to 
open the windows as a statement of one 


of the school committee had shown this | 


to bea fact. In regard toa pressure of 
12 pounds, Mr. Alden saia that with a 
high pressure the rooms heat much 
quicker and with no greater amount of 
coal. 

Perley F. Gilbert said that Mr. Rogers 
might have lost sight of the fact that 
four buildings were heated now against 
three formerly. , 


Owen Caffrey of Ballardvale thought | 


that $3500 should be appropriated for 
highways and bridges, it being $500 
more than recommended by the finance 
committee. 

John N. Cole said that already this 
item with all its accessories amounts 
nearly to $15000 and he did not think it 
Wise to appropriate. any more. Mr. 
Caffrey’s motion was lost. 

Here Peter D. Smith wished to know 
who had charge of the town horses and 
being informed by Mr. Boutwell that the 
board of engineers controlled them, 
made a motion that they hereafter be in 
charge of thé selectmen.

MRS. MARY (MOOAR) FOSTER. 


After a painful illness of over three 
months’ duration, Mrs, Mary (Mooar) 
Foster was translated from her earthly 


| to her heavenly home, peacefully and 
| quietly as slie had lived, at midnight of 


March 2nd, at the ripe age of 90 years, 6 
months, and 1 day. 

She was born in Andover, September 
Ist, 1514, the daughter of Benjamin and 
Phebe (Chandler) Mooar, and was the 
ninth of a family of five sons and six 
daughters. -A half-sister, Mrs. Hannah 
Jane Burridge, of Medford, is the only 


survivor. 

Mary Mooar was married on April 
28rd, 1836, to Thomas Foster of Line- 
brook parish, Ipswich, who died on 
October 23rd, 1853. 

Three children blessed the union. 
Alfred Sidney of Brookline, and a twin 
son and daughter, Thomas Edwin of 
Jackson, Michigan, and Eliza Jane of 
Andover, with whom Mrs. Foster made 
her home after the marriage of the for- 
mer to Jacob Warren Barnard in 1862. 
Besides her three children, she is sur- 
vived by five grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren. : 

Until her last illness, Mrs. Foster, or 
“dear grandma”, as her relatives and 
intimate friends delighted to call her, 
retained her faculties to a remarkable 
degree. Bright, alert, she read the daily 
papers, keepirg in touch with current 
events and intelligently discussing them, 
while her Bible, books of devotion, and 
the religious periodicals were her daily 
companions, from which she derived 
strength and comfort. Every interest 
dear to the home, or to the South Con- 
gregational church, of which she had 
been a member since 1867, or to the 
community, were dear to her. 

Only a year ago she made with her 
own hands several articles for a sale 
held to help liquidate the debt on the 
church, and as recently as last fall more 
articles ror the King’s Daughters’ fair. 

As a friend she stood preeminent,

enabled to enter into all their joys or 
sorrows. Many a one has she bright- 
ened by her good cheer, or comforted by 
her tender sympathy, for she lived close 
to the source of light and comfort, aud 
exemplified daily the religion she pro- 
fessed. Her loss ‘to her family and 
friends is irreparable, but ‘“* what is their 
loss is her eternal gain.” ‘‘ Blessed are 
they that.do his commandments, that 
they may have right to the tree of life 
and may enter in through the gates into 
“the city.”

| ALBERT HAYWARD. 
oHenry SHay ward, a respécted citizen 
residing in the southern portion of the 
town passed away late last Sunday after- 
noon after a short iilness with the grip, 
followed by a paralytic shock.

During the years 1883-86 Mr, Hayward

Oil Barge’s Long Trip. 

The Standard Oil company's steamer 
Atlas, towing the big barge No. 93, 
both laden with oil, arrived safely at 
fan Francisco from New York, after a 
journey of seventy-two days, thus mak- 
{ng the longest tow on record. The dis- 
tance traversed was 13,090 miles. 


Work of the Simpion Tunnel. 

The journey from Calais, France, to 
Milan, Italy, has been shortened to 
585 miles by the completion of the tun- 
nel under the Simplon as compared 
with 680 miles by the Mount Cenis 
tunnel and 665 miles by the St. Go- 
thard. Throughout the process of tun- 
neling dust was avoided by turning 
the drillings into mud with the ex- 
haust water from the drills, The main 
difficulty encountered was the treach- 
erous srock, combined with secret 
springs of great volume and the high 
temperature. The tunne! is really two 
parallel passages connected with cross 
galleries at frequent intervals to aid 
in ventilation. The grade ascends 
from each entrance toward the middle. 


More New York Subways. 

The New York rapid transit commis- 
sion has, authorized the, -construction 
of a vast network of subways extend- 
ing to all sections of Greater New 
York, some to be built by the city and 
some by private capital, but altogether 
aggregating a cost of $250,000,000.) A 
part of the plan is a moving platform 
across town at Thirty-fourth street 
and three other cross town tunnels.

General Davis, governor of the Pan- 
ama cansl zone, in a communication to 
the Gana] commission ehumerates the 
causes of discontent among American 
laborers as fear of yellow fever, dis- 
#atisfaction with accommodatica, ab- 
sence of amusements,and diversions, 
high prices. of necessary commodities 
and homesickness. Nevertheless out 
of 400 or 500 employees and their fam- 
ilies from thé United States only four 
have ebeen sitk. from yellow - fever, 
and of these one case was fatal. 


Bricklayers’ Record Pay. 

By agreemegt with the Mason Build- 
ers’ Association of New York the 9,000 
bricklayers of that city had their wages 
raised from 65 cents to 75 cents an 
hour March 1, the highest price ever 
paid in the history of the trade. Count- 
ing the maximum number of hours 
which a bricklayer may work, with 
double pay for four hours’ overtime 
each day, a man in this trade can now 
earn $67.20 a week. The men say they 
are employed only six months in the 
year, but employers say the average 
is nine months. This agreement is in 
direct conflict with the order made by 
the internatiovual union, which allowed 
contractors with union labor to install 
tireprooting brick. The unions have 
been voting on the question of Hving 
up to their agreement.

Earnings of the P. R. R. 

The annual report of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Company shows gross 
earnings of $238,242,402 and gross in- 
come of $87,458,517. This income is 
$1,524,861 more than last year’s. The 
net earnings were $1,737,578 less. Op- 
erating expenses were curtailed $2,248,- 
075. 


Oil Independents Organize. 

Most of the independent oil produ- 
cers and refiners in the states of Kan- 
sas, Ohio, Illinois and Indiana have 
met at Chicago to form an organization 
in opposition to the Standard Oil com- 


pany. It is*to be known as the Nation- 
al Crude Oil Producers’ association. A 
resolution of sympathy for the Kansas 
oil producers was adopted, and co-op- 
eration with them was then pledged. 
The Kansas state refinery law will be 
put into operation immediately, the 


first step being the sale of $200,000 


bonds. The refinery at Palola is ex- 
pected to be ready to market oil by 
May 1. 


Big Order For the B. and O. 

The purchase of 175 freight locomo- 
tives, 35 passenger locomotives, 40 
switch locomotives and 10,000 freight 
ears has been authorized by the direct- 
ors of the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road company at an expense of over 
$12,000,000, The entire order is to be 
filled by November. 


Farm Sold For $3,000,000. 

A part of the Schenly estate, amount- 
ing to 4103 acres, near Pittsburg, has 
been sold to New York capitalists for 
$3,000,000, making a record price for 
unimproved Jands, The purchasers ex- 


pect to spend $10,000,000 in improving 
it.

Protestant Mecca at Berlin. 

_The éonsecration of the great evan- 
gelical cathedral at Berlin Feb. 27 was 
made the occasion of a brilliant as- 
semblage in which the emperor and 
empress, the court and foreign diplo- 
mats took part. Delegates from the 
yarious Protestant churches of the 
United States and other countries took 
pa?t in the ceremonies. This was in 
recognition of the kaiser’s purpose to 
build at the German -capital a cathe- 
dral for the Protestants of, the whole 
world. This great church may be to 
Germany what Westminster abbey is 
to Great Britain. In its crypts the Ger- 
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man rulers will lie, and already mem: ° 


bers of the Hohenzollern*family are 
buried there. The style of architg¢cture 
as worked out by Professor J. C. 
Raschdorff is early Italian renaissance. 
The organ, which is the largest in the 
world except that at Riga, Russia, has 
113 voices and 7,000 tubes and was 
constructed at a cost of $37,500. The 
chancel is of marble and bronze. The 
great domed structure, which has re- 
quired fourteen years to build, ts 341 
feet long and 325 feet high from pave- 
ment to cupola. The two bell towers 
are 211 feet high. Yellow sandstone is 
the material of construction, with vari- 
ous kinds of marble for the pillars.
